THE APPROPRIATION (No. 7) ACT, 1959

[12th September, 1959] 

An Act to provide for the authorisation of appropriation of 
moneys out of the Consolidated Fund of India to meet the 
amounts spent in respect of the former Part C States of 
Delhi and Himachal Pradesh on certain services during the 
financial year ended on the 31st day of March, 1957, in 
excess of the amounts granted for those services and for 
that year by the Legislature.of each of those States. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Tenth Year ol the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (No, 7) Act, 1959. 


2. From and out of the Consolidated Fund of India, the sums 
specified in column 3 of the Schedule amounting in the aggregate to 
the sum of three lakhs, sixty-three thousand and seventy-seven 
rupees shall be deemed to have been authorised to be paid and 
applied to meet the amount spent in respect of the former Part C 
States of Delhi and Himachal Pradesh for defraying the charges in 
respect of the services specified in column 2 of the Schedule during 
the financial year ended on the 31st day of March, 1957, in excess of 
the amounts granted for those services and for that year by the 
Legislature of each of those States, 


3- The sums deemed to have been authorised to be paid and 
applied from and out of the Consolidated Fund of India under this 
Act shall be deemed to have been appropriated for the services and 
purposes expressed in the Schedule in relation to the financial year 
ended on the 31 nt day of March, 1957.

“ (2) For the purposes of this Ordinance, the date of the 
termination of criminal .proceedings shall be deemed to be¬ 
ta) where such proceedings are taken to the Supreme 
Court in appeal, whether on the certificate of a High Court 
or otherwise, the date on which the Supreme Court passes 
its final orders in such appeal; or 

(b) where such proceedings are taken to the High 
Court and orders are passed thereon and— 

(i) no application for a certificate for leave to 

appeal to the Supreme Court is made to the High Court, 
the day immediately following the expiry of ninety days 
from the date on which the High Court passes its final 
orders; : ,■ 

(ii) an application for a certificate for leave to 

appeal to the Supreme Court has been refused by the 
High Court, the day immediately following the expiry 
of sixty days from the date of the refusal of the certi¬ 
ficate; ( 

(iii) a certificate for leave to appeal to the Supreme 
Court has been granted by the High Court, but no 
appeal is lodged in the Supreme Court, the day immedi¬ 
ately following the expiry of thirty days from the date 
of the order granting the certificate; or 

(c) where such proceedings are not taken to the High 
Court, the day immediately following the expiry of sixty 
days from the date of the last judgment or order of a 
criminal court in the proceedings.”.
